HERSELF AT GREENFIELD 


Jumps in Front of a Switching Engine. 
Believed to 


Have Been Insane 


Greenfield, Mass., Jan. 11—A woman 


believed to be Mrs1. Sylvairs Lehman of 
New York, committed, suicide here to- 
day by jumping- in front of a switching 
engine on the Fitchburg tracks near 
the station.

were Cap.ain CLarles Sigsbee. U. S. N.; 
Lieutenant Governor Woodruff, Justice 
John Woodward of the supreme court of 
the state of New York, Professor H. T. 
Warren, principal of the Albany acad- 
emy, and George H. Daniels of the New 
York Central railroad. 


After Captain Siesbee and Lieutenant 


Governor Woodruff had spoken a sen- 
sation took place. Justice Woodward of 
the supreme couvt, and 
a particular 


friend of Governor Roosevelt, was down 
to respond to the toast, "The Dutch in 
Albany and* in South Africa." He de- 
voted the first part of his address to the 
Dutch in Albany and then turned to ths 
Dutch in South Africa. As he con- 
tinued the guests began to cough and 
laugh and in other ways annoy the 
speaker. When he praised the Boers 
there was an open oi£%break of hostili- 
ties.

anger, while a minority cheered and 
others hissed. 


Justice Woodward made an Ineffectual 


effort to proceed -with his paper, but 
tklppingl whole pages ha finally said: 


"I want to apologias to you for ac- 


cepting your invitation to speak here 
tonight. It was understood that I was 


to be your guest and to speak on the 
subject 1 have talked on and to read my 
address. 1 seem to have given you of- 
fons'e and I sincerely apologize to you." 


Then drawing- himself to his full height 


he thundered: "In closing I -want to 
propose a toast to that grand old states- 
man, the William the Silent of South 
Africa, one of the most impressive per- 
sonalities alive, old Oom Paul Kruger." 


There were a few cheers, but Kruger's 


name was diowned in an avalanche of.

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ROBERTS AND KITCHENER HAVE ARRIVED 


Methuen Considered Likely to Be Believed by 


the Field Marshal. Public in the Dark 


Concerning the Position of the Troops. 


Dilke Criticizes the Government 


London. Jan. 11.—The war office an- 


nounces that the list of British casual- 
ties at Ladysmith last Saturday has not 
yet been received. The following dis- 
patch, dated at Prere camp, Jan. 10, 
noon, has been received from Geneial 
Buller: 


"A Transvaal telegram gives the 


enemy's loss at Lfldyamith on Saturday 
as four killed and 35 wounded; and this 
ftfter. as ts admitted, they had endured

tsrles and been defeated at all points. 


"Natives here assert that the Boer loss

and 
wagonloads of 
wounded. The 


heaviest loss is said to have been among 
the Free-Staters, who were forced by tha 
Tranavaalers into the most dangerous 
places." 


Tills curious dispatch Is all the war 


office issued last night. It makes not 
the slightest mention of the position or 
doings of the British forces. It may be 
Interpreted to mean that Ladys-mith Is 
Mitt; butjlt is more likely Intended to 
prepare the British public for a terrible 
list of casualties. 


During the Interlude of apparent 


military Inactivity and official secrecy, 
Lord Roberts and Lord Kitchener have 
arrived at the seat of war. It is assumed 
that their clearer vision, supported by 
35,000 fresh men who are due to arrive 
in South Africa within SO days, will alter 
the situation, and that the fourth month 
of the campaign will witness the be- 
ginning of victories for the British arms.

lieves that Investigation will generally 
determine whether tha grain Is really 
meant for consumption at Lorenzo 
Marquez or in the Tranavaal. 


Mr. Choate cabled Lord Salisbury's 


note to the state department at Wash- 
ington last night, and Secretary Hay is 
expected to reply accepting the terms.

If the above accurately outlines Ens- 


land's policy as regards food in war 
times, it Is pointed out that It may prove 
a terrible boomerang to her later. Her 
once safeguard in the event of a conti- 
nental coalition against her, her one 
guarantee against starvation, would be 
her assurance that ample food supplies 
could reach her from the UnMed States 
under our neutral flag:. In a quite 
conceivable conjuncture it might he- 
come for England a matter of life and 
death to see upheld the principle, first, 
that free ships make free goods, and, 
secondly, that food is not a. contraband 
of war. 


It is true that during the first 15 years 


of this century England invariably 
treated food as contraband, but neither 
she nor any o«her country has done so 
since the promulgation of the treaty of 
Paris. 
No doubt, the food which keeps 


a soldier alive is quite as indispensable 
to him as the rifle with which hie fires 
or the cartridge, with which he loads it. 
It was upon this theory that during 
her wars against the French republic 
and empire England tried to starve out 
the French. 


Now, however, the situation is al- 


tered. 
France and Germany are well- 


nigh self-supporting- as regards 
food 


supplies, and Russia actually has a sur- 
plus of them for export. 
England, on 


the contrary, depends upon outsiders for 
a great preponderance of the food she 
ne.eda. 
It is, doubtless, possible, just 


now, that the food supplies of the Trans- 
vaal and Orange Free State are growing 
short, but the Eoers are still incom- 
parably better off from this point of 
view than the inhabitants of Great Brit- 
Ian would be in the course of a few weeks 
after the outbreak of a war with conti- 
nental powers, in case the shipment of 
grain from the United 
States were 


stopped, on the ground either that free 
ships do not make free! soods, or that 
food must be considered contraband of 
war. 


It was impossible for the British for- 


eign office to defend the seizure of Amer- 
ican flour, except upon one of two as- 
sumptions: 
First, that the principle 


that free ships make free goods is not 
applicable to the United Slates, because 


i we did not sign the trpaty of Paris, and 


must therefore fall back on the the terms 
of an agreement concluded by us with 
England in 1794; or, secondly, that food 
ought to be treated as contraband of 
war. 
Either assumption would be an 


egregious blunder on the part of a coun- 
try, which, in event of a war with the 
continental powers, would be mainly de- 
pendent for its food supplies on neutral 
powers. 
If England cannot defeat the 


Boers without establishing: such a. fatal 
precedent, says a diplomat, it would be 
better for her future security to recall 
her soldiers from South Africa, and ac- 
knowledge the absolute independence of 
the Transvaal.

National City Bank Matter 
and Custom House Transfer 


Explained by Sec. Gage 


Washington, Jan. 11.—Secretary Gage'a 


answer to the resolutions of Inquiry sent 
to him by both house and senate chiefs 
regarding the relations of tha treasury 
and the Nationa.1 City bank of New 
Yuik was tent to the Capital yesteiday. 


The secretary's ar:s\\er to the main 


question is »-,i-y maple. Tha National 
Cr \ bank, -o tar frurn receiving any 
iavoia at fci.* hjr.ds in connection -with 
the- distnuutiijii of the receipts of m- 
tfival re\.-nue, has hi't-n actually left 
con-.deiably in the lurch, although the 
fii^t and Itirgrst depositors of bonds. 
Thf- trc:"*ury took tiua course because, 
as the b.iul. wus to be the general de- 
pository, it was d^emr-d wise to make 
sure of tlK- balance being always In favor 
of the guvei iimpiit. 


As to the payment made by the bank 


on account of the-purchase price of tha 
oltl custom house building and the de- 
posit or this cheque with the bank Itself, 
the deposit was as abundantly covered 
by bond secuilty as ar.y of the other 
government deposits. The point that the 
money was not first put Into the treas- 
ury .falls to the ground in the light of 
the comptroller's decisions and precedent 
showing that In all cas*s except receipts 
from customs money Vs constructively 
in the treasury as ss««i as It passes un- 
der the control of the treasurer of the 
United States and he assumes responsi- 
bility for it. It does not need to go 
physically into the underground vaults 
of the treasury building. This was the 
case with the payment made on pur- 
chase account by the City bank and tl.e 
redeposit in the bank was as much a 
matter of discretion with the treasury 
authorities as their deposits of internal 
revenue receipts, against the legality of 
which nobody has thought of raising a 
question. 


The text of his reply, which is an ex- 


haustive exposition of the management 
of that branch of the treasury finances 
under his administration relating-to na- 
tional bank deposltorirfi. contains about 
90CO words, which is supplemented by 
special reports from department of- 
ficials relative to special inquiries in the 
resolutions, Including copies of over 
1000 letters on the subject under consid- 
eration.

Ballet Fired by a Filipino Sharp-

Went to Ills Aid A!«o Killed—Had 
a Presentiment of Death. 
The follow ing account of the death 


of Major John A. Logiiu is given in a 
letter written at San' Fabian, Luzon, 
Philippine Islands, on Nov. 24, and 
just received In New York city, says 
the New York Sim: 


"When General Wheaton's brigade, 


consisting of the Thirty-third infantry, 
ihe Thirteenth infantry and two strong 
batteries, lauded at San Fabian a week 
ago, it was the beginning of a move- 
ment that brought the Thirty-third un- 
der tire for the lirst time. Under the 
protection of five small gunboats, the 
troops set foot on shoie aud took the 
town with a few volleys, the insur- 
gents hastily retreating and satisfying 
themselves with a desultory lire from 
a safe distance. The condition of the 
weather was altogether unsatisfactory, 
retarding a recouuoissance that would 
have resulted possibly in. the capture 
of the insurgent president and com- 
mander. It rained steadily for three 
days and little streams were swollen 
to the size of roaring torrents. 
The 


roads were irupasbuble. 
Tandem or 


carts, considered invincible in this 
country, 
could make no 
progress. 


Twenty-five men were required 
to 


move the Catling guu, and then its 
progress was abandoned. No one can 
comprehend the wildness of the ele- 
ments, when they once let loose in their 
unbroken fury. 
For three days the 


Thirty-third regiment encountered in- 
surmountable obstacles on their sever- 
al reconnoissances. Major Marsh and 
Major Cronin had their battalions over 
the surrounding country, and, barring 
a few minor engagements, had not 
come upon the enemy in any large 
force. 


"Major John A. Logan, Jr., here met 


his death through a combination of cir- 
cumstances. On Friday night he called 
to dinner the several captains of his 
command. Usually of the most cheer- 
ful temperament, light hearted under 
all circumstances, Major Logan's de- 
meanor on this occasion, the night be- 
fore his death, was in direct contrast 
to his usual appearance. He laid out 
the plan of campaign and remarked 
that every preparation must be made 
for a warm encounter. The captains 
enjoyed his hospitality for the last 
time. 
Colonel Luther R. Hare and 


Lieutenant Colonel John J. Brereton 
dropped in and spent an hour iu con- 
versation. Major Logan knew what he 
was called upon to do the following 
morning. 


"Morley, Major Logan's valet, a little 


man of 45, once a famous steeplechase 
rider in England, is authority for the 
statement that Major Logan had a pre- 
sentiment that he would fall. 


" 'Morley. you will stay behind in the 


advance tomorrow," he remarked. 
" 'Why, sir, am I not going with 


you?' Morley asked. 
" 'One of us has got to go home,' Ma- 


jor Logan said. He then turned over 
the pages of a book in his hand and 
went ou: 'If I am wounded, cable this 
word to Mrs. Logan; if I am killed, ca- 
ble this to Mr. Bentley.' 


"Morley tried to remonstrate that his 


place was by the major's side, but Ma- 
jor Logan \vould not hear of It. He re- 
tired a bit later, but never recovered 
his wonted cheerfulness. 


"The advance was made toward San 


Jacinto at 8 o'clock, the battalion mov- 
ing in line of fours and Impeded great- 
ly by the awful condition of the roads. 
The companies deployed upon ap- 
proaching a village, and the insurgents 
opened up on the battalion from their 
trenches, 1,000 yards away. 
An ad- 


vance was ordered, Major Logan being 
at the head of Captain John Green's 
company. He reached a turn in the 
road where the fire of several sharp- 
shooters was concentrated. 
One of 


the corporals was shot through the 
head and pitched forward on his face. 


" 'One of your men is wounded, ma- 


jor!' yelled a newspaper man above the 
roar of the volleys that commenced to 
pour from the rifles of the Texas boys 
to right and left. 
In the meantime 


Colonel Hare and Lieutenant Colonel 
Brereton were directing the movements 
of the other battalions, coming up as 
fast as the men could move. Major 
Logan turned upon hearing the call 
and shouted, 'I'll take care of him!' 
He was dismounted and approached 
the wounded soldier. 
As he leaned 


forward to turn him over a bullet from 
a Mauser rifle crashed through his 
head, and without a murmur he sank 
down upon the man he gave his life to 
euccor.

According to a custom in vogu« 
among the OMiges from time Imme- 
morial, she will be sold to the highest 
bidder, the compensation being made 
in ponies. 
Chief Corndropper lives 


about 45 mill's ^ ^uthwest of Independ- 
ence, Kan., an ' owing to his former 
ollicial capacity, is one of the best 
known Indian braves in the territory. 
Of course he and his wife are full 
bloods, and as only full bloods can in- 
termarry in ihls tribe only that class 
of Osages will be allowed to bid on the 
girl. 


Mary is an exceptionally good look- 


ing squaw. 
She is 23 years old, but 


has not much education. She has beeu 
twice before sold In marriage and be- 
cause of her beauty brought "heaps cf 
ponies" both times. Her first husband 
was Tall Chief, who paid 400. ponies. 
John Logan, a prominent member of 
the Osage council, was the second hus- 
band, and he paid 300 ponies. Both 
marriages proved unhappy and sepa- 
ration followed. Tbis is why she is to 
be put upon the block again. 


In accordance to an ironclad rule 


among this tribe the parents of the 
competing young men will have to do 
the bidding, and the bride, who will be 
arrayed iu blankets trimmed with silks 
and beads of the gaudiest colors, prin- 
cipally scarlet, will announce the result 
by riding into the arms of the success- 
ful bidder. The marriage ceremony Is 
then completed by the parents of the 
bride taking her into the house, where 
she will be stripped of all her clothing, 
which will then be torn in two and di- 
vided equally between the parents of 
the bride and the groom, who will re- 
tain them as long as the couple live 
happily together. 


After the marriage ceremony a big 


feast will be had, in which many 
beeves will be consumed, and the fes- 
tivities will be concluded with a dance 
lasting three days.

AMERICA KING OF COAL. 


Its Superiority In That, as In aletals, 


Shown by Fresh Statistics. 


In Its annual statistical number, pub- 


lished the other day, The Engineering 
aud Mining Journal says that the pre- 
liminary statement of mineral produc- 
tion in the United States in 1899 shows 
that the total production of metals In 
the United States for that year was 
valued at the place of production at 
$413,758,414 as compared with $324,- 
255,620 in 1S9S. 
Of nonmetallic sub- 


stances the total value of the output 
was §601,872,031 as compared with 
$483,091,070 in 1898. 


Deducting certain unavoidable dupli- 


cations, such as coal used in coke, iron 
ore in pig iron, etc., the net value of 
the mineral production reached the 
great sum of $891,424,082, showing an 
increase of $181,007,332 over 1S98. The 
gold production was valued at $72,483,- 
055, and the silver was 61,179,689 
ounces. 


The most important item was coal, 


the total of which in 1899 was no less 
than 244,581,275 tons, the largest quan- 
tity ever mined in a year and putting 
the United States for the first time 
ahead of Great Britain as a coal pro- 
ducer. 
The pig iron was 13,649,453 


tons, or 1,875,519 tons greater than in 
18! >8. Copper production amounted to 
592,872,637 pounds, a gain of 11 per 
cent over the previous year. 
Other 


important items were 213,003 tons of 
lead, 135,790 tons of zinc, 54,048,100 
barrels of petroleum, 15,194,511 barrels 
of cement, 19,025,794 barrels of salt, 
28,713 flasks of quicksilver, besides a 
great variety of mineral products of 
less Importance. The statement offers 
renewed testimony to the great extent 
and variety of our mineral production.

a contract of agreement has been in 
force between the New York Central 
Railroad company and the Boston and 
Albany railroad company, the 
effect 


of which has been the diversion of valu- 
able passenger and merchandise traffic 
which ordinarily would f ollo\v the route 
of the Fitchburg rc/ad to the Boston 
and Albany road. The undoubted result 
of this arrangement, which is by com- 
petent authorities held to be illegal, 
and is certainly opposed to public 
policy, has been to depreciate the value 
of the investment of the state in the 
Fichburg' road. 


It would be interesting to know just 


when this "developed," but aside from 
that the statement is of gome import- 
ance to the commonwealth, ard is like- 
ly to be heard from later. When the 
legislature is considering the lease of 
the Boston and Albany to the Xew 
York Central the effect of the lease on 
th« state's holdings in the Fitchburg 
will be fully discussed and this para- 
graph of the Fitchburg's state, direc- 
tors will be something for the oppon- 
ents of the lease to use. 


The state holds $5,000,000 of Fitchburg 


stock and the legislature no doubt will 
inquire before ratifying the lease of the 
Boston and Albany whether such rati- 
fication would operate against 
the 


state's investment by operating against 
th0 Fitchburg:. The statement that the 
Boston and Albany haa been in secret 
deals, almost illegal deals—deals tend- 
ing to make a laj-ge state investment 
hazardous, will not dispose the legis- 
lature in the Boston and Albany's fa- 
for.

Sick ana "Wounded Within the Boer 


Lines Greatly In Need of Attention. 
Plenty of Knmes. bat Few Sar- 
eeona — All Supplies Will Be Seat 
Free by Steamer. 
Red Cross succor for the wounded 


and sick within the lines of the Boers 
Is urgently needed. America has been 
appealed to for help, and the American 
committee to aid Red Cross work in 
South Africa has been formed. It in 
turn has appointed subcommittees in 
many parts of the country, and those 
who would sond the means of help 
must give, and give quickly, if they 
would accomplish their objects. 


This call for help has not come from 


within the British lines, for the Brit- 
ish army has gone into the field well 
supplied with everything to care for 
those disabled by wounds or disease. 
It has been sent forth on behalf of the 
Boers of the Transvaal and of the Or- 
ange Free State and of the British 
wounded prisoners within their lines, 
all of whom are declared to be but in- 
differently supplied with even the mere 
necessities in such cases and to be 
short particularly of surgeon's medi- 
cines, surgical appliances and special 
i 


food for the sick. 
j 


The first suggestion for the forma- 
• 


tion of the American committee to get 
aid for the Red Cross within the Boer 
lines came from an Englishman, a 
friend of Treasurer Tunis G. Bergen, 
about a month ago. He said he had , 
knowledge not only that there was a 
great shortage of the needed supplies 
within tbe Transvaal and Orange Free 
state, but that the large number of 
English wounded who were falling 
into the hands of the Boers was adding 
mucb to the troubles there. 


Already the committee had cabled to 


Holland between §2,000 and $3,000, 
which was in hand and sorely needed 
for fitting oat ambulances, and its sub- 
committees In several places have no- 
tified it that they either have sums 
ready to forward, some of which are 
almost as large, or that they have sent 
the money on direct to the Netherlands 
Red Cross. 


It is money that Is wanted most at 


this time Mr. Bergen says. The ques- 
tion of what was needed and how to 
get supplies to the front was one of 
the first that the committee had to get 
settled. It was found that to send 
supplies direct from here could be 
done only at a great disadvantage and 
that as the Netherlands Red Cross 
was already in the field it would be 
better to send all aid to that organiza- 
tion, thus insuring a prompt and effi- 
cient carrying out of the purpose. This 
is what is being done. Whatever is 
needed in the way of manufactured 
articles, which includes all drugs, med- 
icines and surgical appliances as well 
as luxuries for sick peijple. are bought 
in Europe and forwarded by the most 
direct lines to the Portuguese port at 
Delagua Bay and from there sent to 
the front in the Transvaal, Natal and 
the Orange Free State. Of nurses, it 
is said there are plenty to be found 
among the Boer women, but there is a 
great scarcity of surgeons, and many 
of these are being pressed forward 
from Europe. A number here have 
signified their willingness to go to the 
front in South Africa, but the commit- 
tee has as yet seen no way of accept- 
ing their services. 


Baron Tan Hardcnbrook has sent a 


communication to the American com- 
mittee, in which he says: 


"We wish it to be distinctly under- 


stood that all the help we send goes 
under the broad flag of the Red Cross 
and is meant for relief to all who need 
it in the Boer republics, no matter 
whether it be Transvaal or Orange 
Free State. * * * The needs are great, 
and the gifts In money are specially 
welcome, as they enable us to send out 
fortnightly or monthly tbe necessary 
supplementary provisions, surgical and 
nutritious. All manner of help is, in 
this case, of tbe utmost importance 
and will be gratefully acknowledged." 


Besides the work which is being done 


through the committee and its subcom- 
mittees, many contributions are being 
gathered by independent bodies or are 
sent by the donors direct to the treas- 
urer of the Netherlands Red Cross, all 
aiding toward the common humani- 
tarian purpose. 


While the immediate needs within 


the Boer liacs may best be met by con- 
tributions of money, gifts of clothing 
and supplies will be equally welcome 
for later relief, and these are being 
gathered by some of the branch organi- 
zations. These will be sent by the cen- 
tral committee to the headquarters of 
the Netherlands Red Cross and from 
there they will be forwarded free of 
charge by steamer to tbe Boers by way 
of the Portuguese ports. 


An Officer Tell* How Ther Bagged 


the Irish Faalleeri. 


The first authentic intelligence con- 


cerning the Irish Transvaal brigade 
comes in a letter to an Irish physician 
In London from Patrick Gllllngham, 
the Transvaal's Irish delegate to tbe 
'98 centenary celebration in Dublin 
and now commissarint, superintendent 
of the Boer army, oays the New York 
World. The writer describes the de- 
light of the Irish brigade on crossing 
the border into British territory. 
He 


says: 


"We are 1,800 hardy, resolute men,, 


armed with tbe best weapons money 
could procure, our bandoliers bursting 
vrith Mauser cartridges, and, th'ough 
sporting none of the millinery uniform 
business, all aro dressed In the same 
serviceable style, with just a bunch of 
green ribbon to mark the color of the 
true. 


"Major John McBride carried a real 


Irish fiag into the enemy's country. 
When General Joubert ordered us to 
occupy Majuba, the boys were In great 
humor. Then they mounted Majuba 
with a ringing cheer, and word was 
passed for one more cheer for another 
Fontenoy. Sure enough, we had a small 
Fontenoy very soon, for in the first en- 
gagement we had with the English we 
took a coup'e of hundred prisoners, 
and they have been coming in just like 
old friends every other day since. 


"It was a lot of Dublin fuslleers we 


bagged first, and as we brought them 
to our camp the boys gave them a 
pretty talking to. It 
f them look- 


ed awfully ashamed 01 themselves, but 
some looked as black as night when 
they saw our green flag waving above 
the thousands of riflemen as they were 
led to prison. Some of the officers were 
very nice too. One, as fine looking a 
man as you would like to see, could not 
keep the tears from spurting from his 
eyes at being caught like that. He was 
every inch a gentleman, and we did our 
best to make him and the likes of him 
comfortable. 


"Plenty of the Dubliners were gla 


to be on our side safe, and we have 
good hopes of most of them. But even 
the most desperate could not do any- 
thing else than surrender; our firing 
was too deadly. The fun of the thing 
Is that our men were trained to shoot- 
Ing- by the mining companies when 
Cecil Rhodes and Joey Chamberlain 
were organizing the Jameson raid." 


Speaking of tLv1 green fiag, Gilling- 


ham says: "The Boers are quite fond 
and proud of our harp. 'There goes 
the Irish harp!' they cry. 
'Give the 


English plenty of music!' And we do. 
They dance finely to the tune we give 
them." 


DUCKS AND TERRAPIN. 


BILLIONS OF STORED EGGS. 


of an Attempt by Packers to 


Corner the Market. 


One of the most peculiar situations 


In regard to the egg supply ever known 
exists in the United States today, says 
the Cleveland Flain Dealer. The situa- 
tion is the result of storing eggs In an 
attempt to control the market There 
are liable to be two results. 
One Is 


that the people of the country 'will 
have cold storage epgs foisted upon 
them as the new laid product. The 
other is that the people who attempted 
to "corner" the market will suffer 
heavy losses. 


The beginning of the "cornering" 


effort dates back to last summer. At 
that time, it is said, the 'Chicago pack- 
ers evolved the scheme of buying up 
all the eggs that could possibly be 
gathered together and storing them un- 
til the supply became scarce. As is 
usual in schemes, it was anticipated 
that the scarcity would send the price 
sky high. Then the stored egga were 
to be unloaded on the market, and a 
fortune was to be made for the pack- 
era. It is figured that 7,000,000 cases, 
each case containing 30 dozen eggs, 
•were stored away. To the industrious 
hen, whose capacity is one egg a day, 
this is an exceedingly large amount. 
The scheme to control the market fell 
through. There was no call for stored 
eggs, and the packers began to lie 
awake nights thinking. 
At present 


the hens are beginning to lay fresh 
eggs. These are coming into the mar- 
ket, and no one wants the stored eggs. 


A little figuring will show how enor- 


mous the loss will be. 
There are i 


7,000,000 cases of eggs, or 210,000,000 j 
dozen, stored throughout the country. | 
These were bought up at 15 cents a 
dozen. The present price of eggs a 
dozen outside of Cleveland is on an 
average 4 fonts less a dozen than the 
price at which the stored eggs were 
bought. This will mean a loss of about 
$8,400,000 to the packers. It is con- 
jectured that there are 6,000 cases of 
the stored eggs in Cleveland. 
The 


loss there will also be very large. 


It is reported that the packers in the 


Ticinity of Cleveland have a way out 
of the dilemma. It is said that next 
Bummer, when C.CRS are shipped to 
Cleveland from outlying towns, the 
stored eggs will lie mixed with fresh 
ones, and in that way the old product 
will be sold to the unsuspecting pub- 
lic.

May good direction wait on appetite. 
Behold a victory for the toothsome 


canvasbuek duck and the iridescent 
dlarcoudbaek terrapin! '!'! at which 
flies aloft amid the blue v.ult of heav- 
en and that which dives deep down In 
sluggish streams 
alike are to be 


slaughtered to make a London holiday, 
eays the Philadelphia Tress. America, 
tired of sending heiresses to London, 
now switches off to duck and terrapin, 
and great is the joy of the epicure 
thereat. 


Sir Arthur Guest of London tasted 


the glorious, palate tickling terrapin in 
this prim Quaker city some years ago. 
He also indulged in canvasback duck 
In Philadelphia, and he vowed a great 
oath that some lair day his friends in 
England should partake of these far 
famed culinary triumphs of Philadel- 
phia. 
He could travel and eat to his uttermost fill, 
But the taste o! the terrapin clung to him still. 


And so It came about the other day 


that Mr. Lawrence McCormick of the 
Bellevue received a note from Sir 
Arthur Guest saying that his lordship 
intended to give a dinner of 40 covers 
in London about the middle of January 
and that he wanted terrapin and can- 
vasback duck in sufficient quantities, 
and not only to send the terrapin and 
duck, but that the Bellevue was to 
send one of its chefs to Sir Arthur 
Guest's kitchens, and by the presence 
of the august Bellevue chef the deli- 
cious bits of eplcnrpan delicht could be 
prepared as only a chef could prepare 
them. 


And so Mr. McCormick has sent Sir 


Arthur Guest a letter saying that cook 
and edibles would arrive on time. Ten 
days before the dinner .party in Lon- 
don the chef and his precious cargo 
will embark, and four days before the 
dinner that chef will bo in his lord- 
ship's kitchens getting acquainted with 
the pots and pans and other homely 
receptacles necessary to prepare dishes 
fit for the Olympian gods themselves. 


Of course Sir Arthur Guest has said 


nothing whatever 
about cost—cost 


doesn't count where canvasback and 
dlamondback are concerned. 
But, 


merely to show how expensive tyro 
courses can be made when you order 
your cook and Incidentals In Philadel- 
phia and serve them in London, here 
are some pretty figures: 


It takes 20 terrapin to tickle 40 


palates—and terrapin nowadays are $7 
apiece on account possibly of the dia- 
monds on their backs. But 7 times 
20 gives us $140 as &e cost of the 
shelled back delicacy. Then the ean- 
vasback duck is a very expensive fowl 
It feeds on celery roots along the Mary- 
land shore—and celery is a rather ex- 
pensive diet, even for a duck. And so 
these birds are worth $6 a pair, and 
there will be 20 ducks, or ten pair, 
which means $60 for ducks. And then 
OIK dtar friend the cook. There are 
four chefs at the Bellevue, and one of 
these -ill go to England. His wages 
are $300 a month, and he will spend 
$200 for a ronnd trii ticket. 


Now we have the mere cost of this 


chef - duck - terrapin 
expedition and 


without any of the frills of profit put 
on. And here's how the mere cost 
foots up:

It Comen From Georgia »nd !• Said 


to Be a Perfect Absorbent of En- 
ersry—Dlar Saving In Welxht Gained 
by Its Use — Moneyed Men Inter- 
ested. 
Donald H. Churchill of Pittsbur? has 


discovered :i new material for storage, 
butteries, which promises to create 
considerable stir in the electrical world 
and at the same time revolutionize the 
method of propulsion of motor car- 
riages aud perhaps street cars, says 
the Pittsburg Dispatch. Mr. Churchill 
has au office in the Hamilton building 
and at the present time is in New York 
interesting capitalists iu his discovery. 


It was while Mr. Churchill was a 


student at Freiburg, Germany, that he 
found a metallic substance that to him 
seemed to possess peculiar properties. 
In appearance it resembled furnace 
slag, was dark gray in color and seem- 
ed to be a combination of iron and 
stouo. He brought it with him wheu 
he eamXto the United States, and one 
day while in the National museum, In 
Washington, he saw a specimen of the 
same substance. He traced it to Geor- 
gia, in the vicinity of the nickel mines 
of that state, and at once took options 
on many acres of the deposit. 
He 


came to Pittsburg with the purpose of 
making experiments and showed his 
metal to various electricians, at the 
same time explaining to them the pe- 
culiar properties it possessed, as learn- 
ed from the experiments he had made. 
He found the substance to be a perfect 
absorbent of electricity and at the 
same time would resist current with- 
out generating heat. 


It was this characteristic that led to 


its use for storage battery purposes. 
In working with a specimen one day 
he noted that while the current flowed 
into the metal it did not go through, 
and at the same time the substance 
did not get hot. Therefore the current 
must have remained in the metal, and 
a test showed that it did. Mr. Church- 
ill in his storage battery places one 
disk above the other and iu this man- 
ner is able to store in each pair two 
volts and in one cell of the ordinary 
size by building up the disks is able to 
place 35 volts, whereas in the form 
of battery now in general use the total 
pressure does not exceed two and one- 
half volts. 


When Mr. Churchill took the option 


on the Georgia property, ho received a 
map of the tract, which be uncon- 
sciously exhibited to a few Pittsburg 
men who saw the possibilities of the 
discovery. It was only a short time 
after that the agents of the property 
wrote to Mr. Churchill that there seem- 
ed to be a number of Pittsburg people 
anxious to get some of the land, but 
there was no more for sale. 
Mr. 


Churchill has been interesting money- 
ed men in the matter, and at the Ham- 
ilton building it was stated recently 
that parties from San Francisco, Chi- 
cago, Boston and New York had been 
to see him about participating in the 
promotion of a company to handle the 
battery. 


The statement is made that whereas 


it requires a battery weighing from 
800 to 2,000 pounds to operate a motor 
vehicle, the Churchill battery will do 
the same work with about one-tenth 
the weight. 
The power of the ap- 


paratus has been shown by the fact 
that two cells have made a 70 volt 
lamp glow with great brightness. 


Mr. Churchill has been in touch with 


several of the electric supply houses in 
Pittsburg, but they were often unable 
to furnish him apparatus of the nature 
desired, as much of it, such as high 
and low voltage light globes, would 
have to be made specially in the cast. 


Harvey M. Doubleday of the Doublc- 


day-Hill company said that be had 
been greatly interested 
in the sub- 


stance with which Mr. Churchill bad 
been experimenting and that tbe lat- 
ter's claims were true concerning it, 
that it would revolutionize the storage 
of electrical power and through that 
methods of transportation by means of 
electricity. 
According to Churchill's 


claims, it would have, he said, about 
15 times as great a storage power as 
any substance now known or in use. 
Mr. Doubleday said that he was un- 
able to tell anything about the resist- 
ing powers and hence the value of the 
substance, inasmuch as Mr. Churchill 
would not allow him to put any test- 
ing instruments to it. Without this no 
electrician could, he said, tell anything 
concerning the metal's value. 


Mr. Churchill, he said, seemed to be 


rather at sea himself as to the nature 
of the substance, although he appeared 
confident as to its great value in the 
electrical world. 
According to^Mr. 


Churchill's claims, 
Mr. 
Doubleday 


said, the metal, or whatever it was, 
would not yield any results under the 
ordinary laboratorj tests, as no acid 
'would dissolve it; it could not be fused 
with any other metal nor could the 
blowpipes be used on it. 


In 
regard 
to Mr. Churchill, Mr. 


Doubleday said that he appeared to 
have had much experience in labora- 
tory electrical work and was, as well, 
a chemist and metallurgist. He had 
also while abroad been connected in 
some way with the school of mines at 
Berlin. Mr. Ch archill is a man of over 
50 years of age and can speak fi,ve dif- 
ferent languages.

Only a* an Armistice l>y the Burgh-

In 1881, the peace which has since been 
characterized by Englishmen as "the 
dishonorable peace" was negotiated 
by Mr. Gladstone, It did not require 
statesmen 
of more than 
ordinary 


prophetic vision to foresee that only ! 
an armistice had, in fact, been ar- 
ranged. 


No one foresaw It more clearly than j 


the shrewd statesmen of the Soutl 
African Republic, and they did not 
content themselves, as did the Bng 
Ushmen, in merely foreseeing it. 
In 


1881 the Boers were no match for tho 
British. They were woefully deficient 
in the facilities for carrying on a war 
•with a civilized foe. 
Such successes 


as they th<in achieved, with the dra- 
matic climax at Majuba Hill, were 
achieved rather as fortunate accidents, 
from a in 1 '.irj pomt of view, even 
though the\ did reflect only the great- 
est credit upon the tactical and stra- 
tegical ability of the victors. But they 
could easily have been rendered of no 
avail by some persistent hammering 
upon the part of the British. In fact, 
the struggle proceeded far enough only 
to exhibit the bravery and agility of 
the weaker side, which was allowed 
to retain the fruits of its victory. 


Clearly recognizing all this, the Glad- 


stone peace has always been to the 
Transvaal leaders only the starting 
point for preparing for a conflict ever 
since seen by them to be inevitable. 
From that time to the outbreak of the 
present hostilities those preparations 
have never been lost sight of or neg- 
lected. 


During my official service in the 


Transvaal I seldom heard it openly 
avowed, but it was plainly manifest 
that it was the settled and permanent 
policy and business of the government, 
writes Casper Vandewatenng, former- 
ly private secretary to President Kru- 
ger's cabinet, in the New York Jour- 
nal, and I had no doubt then, and have 
none now, that the subject was con- 
stantly under discussion by wise old 
Oom Paul and his equally wise coun- 
selor, Dr. Leyds. The harvest of those 
years of preparation Is now being gath- 
ered, though the world does not even 
yet realize the extent to which it has 
been carried on. 


Foremost among the preparations 


have been the establishment and equip- 
ment of the huge dynamite factories at 
Zurfonteln, which have been the pet 
creation of President Kruger'B brain. 
He easily saw that a people so territo- 
rially isolated as were the Boers could 
never successfully carry on a prolong- 
ed contest with Great Britain if they 
were to be dependent upon outside 
sources for their munitions of war. 
The famous dynamite factories would 
render them independent In this re- 
spect In time of war, while yielding an 
immense profit In time of peace. 


And so, to answer this double pur- 


pose, the great factories were projected 
and completed. They are easily the 
largest and most elaborate of their 
kind in the world, having been planned 
and built by the best of German me- 
chanical experts. 
Their entire me- 


chanical and electrical equipment is 
also of German manufacture, and the 
uporation of the works is also largely 
iii German hands, though Hollanders 
and Kaffirs are also employed. 


All, or substantially all, of the mate- 


rials required In the manufacture are 
also found In the neighboring soil, and 
tbe factories are in direct connection 
•with the mines. These immense fac- 
tories, lying midway between Pretoria 
and Johannesburg, have a capacity suf- 
ficient to suppir all possible needs of 
tbe Boer forces te modern explosives, 
and the immense advantage thus given 
over an invading enemy who is obliged 
to rely upon a supply thousands of 
miles distant cannot be overestimated. 


Equally important preparations have 


also been made in the way of forts and 
strongholds throughout the Transvaal. 
So quietly have tlicse been constructed 
tbat any detailed description and loca- 
tion of them at tbis time would be im- 
proper. 
But their strength at and 


around Pretoria alone is sufficient to 
render that city absolutely Impregna- 
ble. The entire country about the city 
is so completely covered by the huge 
forts upon tbe surrounding hills that 
approach from any quarter would seem 
to be impossible. 


Such strongholds abound throughout 


the entire country, and there will be 
found to be few of th* -^aoy passes, 
through which nlonc access to the j 
country Is possible, which are not so 
fortified that a handful of men cannot 
•withstand nn nrmy.

know what is transpiring on board 
your ship, and vice versa; to contain 
accounts of football games and numer- 
ous athletic contests that occur be- 
tween the teams representing our men- 
of-war. This will undoubtedly revive 
the interest in athletic sports. You will 
thus know what the crews of the 80 or 
more ships In our navy are doing, of 
the entertainments and daily occur- 
rences. Naval stories written by en- 
listed men on board our ships will ap- 
pear in each number. Another feature 
of The Navy Chronicle will be the ar- 
rivals and departures of the men to 
and from the 80 or more ships."

Lost Health, and Reason, but Kept 


Faith to the Last—Twice Became 
Deranged ajid ^Vhen Freed Killed 
a Man In Rage—Now Sent to an 
Asylum. 


Michael O'Donnell never pretended 


to be a hero. He is simply a poor, un- 
educated east side boy of New 'Sork, 
who calmly sacrificed ten years of his 
liberty to save his brother from prison 
and who would not betray the guilty 
one even when he felt that he was be- 
coming insane. 


Jimmy O'Donnell was the bad broth- 


er of the family that used to live at 
431 East Sixty-fourth street- On the 
night of April 30, 1SSS, Jimmy, with 
two other ruffians, robbed Max Stein's 
saloon at 410 East Sixty-fourth street. 
They beat Stein fearfully, but he shot 
Jimmy in the head, and the thieves ran 
away. Michael Peehan was caught. 
Michael O'Donnell had nothing to do 
with the crime. 
Michael O'Donnell, 


then 18 years old, went around to 
Stein's saloon to try to recover Jim- 
my's hat, for if this were found it 
might help to trace him, says tho Xew 
York World. 
Stein, mistaking one 


brother for the other, had Michael ar- 
rested. 


The boy never nttered a word in his 


own behalf. Ht was com icted. Judge 
Randolph B. Martine sent him to *tato 
prison for 30 years. reehan recened 
the same sentence. Feehan being very 
sick with consumption, his friends ob- 
tained a pardon from Governor Mor- 
ton. 
Feehan died on Christmas eve, 


1898 The pardon was received at the 
prison next day. 
But while Senator 


Maurice Featherson was getting Fee- 
ban's history the prisoner told him of 
the innocence of Michael O'Donnell. 
The senator went to O'Donnell's cell 
and offered to help him to freedom. 


"Don't do it," said Michael. "I'm a 


strong, big fellow, and I can stand 
this place all right, but Jimmy's deli- 
cate. I guess he won't last much long- 
er anyway, and I'm used to this place 
now." 


This self sacrifice was the more re- 


markable because Michael O'Doimell 
had been recently returned for the 
second time to Auburn prison from 


i the Matteawan Hospital For the Crim- 


t inal Insane, lie was cured then. He 


had the full use of his memory 
He 


knew that his devotion to his brother 
Jimmy had twice cost him his reason 
and might make him insane again, 
yet he did not falter. 


That part of the story Is very simple. 


Michael O'Donuell, IS years old, find- 
tag himself for the first time in a pris- 
on, grieved under its hardships and 
brooded over his condition 
lie be- 


came moibid. He knew his confine- 
ment was unjust. He would not buy 
freedom by betraying his brother. He 
grew morose. He began at last to 
feel that he was the victim of a plot. 
His delusion grew stronger each day. 
Under its influence IIP heard the keep- 
ers whispcrm? about him to the other 
convicts. They laughed and joered at 
him, and one of them at night barked 
like a dog—the signal for all the con- 
spirators to rush into his cell and kill 
him. 


So Michael very quietly hid a pair of 


shears in the tailor shop one day. and 
when he had a good chance ho stole up 
beside one of the conspirators—a fel- 
low convict—and stabbed him. These 
facts are all part of the history of 
.Michael O'Donuell's case, nnd they 
•\\ere sworn to tho other d.iv by Dr. 


, Henry D Allison. superinU-nd 'lit of 


the Matteawan asylum. O'Drnnell's 


i delusion in the asylum was tint the 


doctors wanted to poison him 
Caieful 


treatment Unproved him so much that 
at the eild of 16 months he was bent 
back to Auburn prison. 


The unceasing strain of imprison- 


ment, the years of brooding over his 
sacrifice once more wrecked Michaol 
O'Donnell's health and mind. He be- 
came again afflicted \\ ith homicidal 
mania, and he \\as returned to Mat- 
teawnn. 
This time the doctors Uopt 


him throe years. Ho had just boon re- 
turued to Auburn as cured when Sena- 
tor Fcathorson saw him in 1800. But 
his determination was as inflexible as 
ever. 


Jimmy O'Donnell, after confessing 


all, died in April, 1SOS. Michael O'Don- 
nell was pardoned aud released from 
prison on Doe. 14, 1808. The awful tor- 
ture of prison life for an innocent man 
had done Its complete work. Michael 
O'Donnell suffered n return of homi- 
cidal mania. On the evening of Oct. 22 
last he stabbed and killed John Scan- 
Ion, whom he had never seen before, at 
Forty-seven th street and First avenue, 
Sn New York.

After Mr. Crane has passed oft the 
stage as the favorite son of the repub- 
lican party in western, Massachusetts, 
it is not at ail unlikely, in the opinion 
ol Congressman Lawrence's associates 
in Washington, that that mantle will 
fall upon the shoulders of the man 
whose laugh has now become as well 
known in the national capita) a.a it al- 
ways has been among- the Berkshires, 
and on Beacon Hill.

be a candidate for lieutenant governor 
when Mr. Crane retires. The latter 
event naturally mea.ns the promotion, 
of John, L. Bates to the hea.d of the 
ticket, following the custom in vogue 
in Massachusetts republican circles, 
and aa he comes from Boston, in the 
eastern part, of the state, the geograph- 
ical argument for the second place will 
be with the western section of the com- 
monwealth, and Judge Lawrence, be- 
ing in line, having served several terms 
in the national house of representa- 
tives, g£ well as in the Massachusetts 
legislature, will find that his friends 
are enthusiastically in favor of his lieu- 
tenant governorship candidacy. 


There are not a few Massachusetts 


republicans in Washington who have 
already pictured in their minds' eye the 
typographical beauty of a ticket read- 
ing- "Bates and Lawrence."

Archie Mull murder trial in Troy yes- 
terday, making three in all who have 
been accepted. The representatives of 
the accusd and the prosecution became 
so searching1 in their examination and 
consumed so much time in their efforts 
to select only such jurors as would con- 
sider the case in a fair- and impartial 
manner and at the- same time fulfill 
their duty and permit no miscarriage 
ot" justice, that the court during: the 
session warned them that less time 
should be spent on- jurors who at the 
rutset gave evidence of incompetence 
through, bias or other causes-. 


Twenty-four jurors were examined
